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Ice Rink Com. still searching for possible rink location

WILMINGTON — Many 
in the community have ex- 
pressed a need for a town 
ice rink in Wilmington, in- 
cluding the Wilmington 
school department. 

On Oct. 30, 2019, the Wil- 
mington Ice Rink and 
Recreational Facilities 
Committee met, and com- 
mittee members discus- 
sed ways to achieve this 
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goal without having a 
great financial impact on 
taxpayers. 

The committee is look- 
ing into options to use 
land already owned by the 
town that meet the pre- 
requisite of size and loca- 
tion for an ice rink. Under 
consideration is also the 
option to perhaps find a 
donor, such as the state or 
private business/individ- 
ual to donate land for the 
purpose of a rink to be 
used by the town. 

As of yet, the committee 
has not been able to come 
up with a viable site on 
town or state owned land. 

State owned land was 
recently researched by 
Recreational Director Ka- 
ren Campbell, but only 
three of the sites research- 
ed met the criteria for size, 
and of the three sites, all 


were found to be unusable 
due to different issues with 
the land itself. 

Committee Chairperson, 
Mark DiGiovanni stated, 
“We will continue to review 
sites further. The commit- 
tee hopes to find suitable 
town land, but are consid- 
ering other options.” 

Committee members 
would also like to investi- 
gate an agreement simi- 
lar to the one used at the 
Wellesley Sport Center, 
located in Wellesley. 


Built and .managed by’ 


ESG Associates Incorpor- 
ated, the Wellesley Sports 
Center houses two ice 
sheets, two pools, indoor 
turf and tracks, and a 
weights and conditioning 
center. 

The Wellesley School De- 
partment as well as the 
Town Of Wellesley Youth 
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Hockey, Youth Lacrosse, 
Youth Soccer, and Swim 
Association are consid- 
ered anchor tenants of the 
center and receive favor- 
ed use time for these town 
organizations. 

It.was also discussed that 
if a private landowner was 
found, a TIF ( tax incre- 
ment financing) could be 
considered to construct 
the ice rink. This tax in- 
centive would allow the 
town to collect 100 percent 
of existing real estate tax 
revenue, but allow a tax 
exemption on increased 
property value due to im- 
provements. This incen- 
tive would also discount 
projected future taxes dur- 
ing the span of the TIF. 

Committee members are 
also considering approach- 
ing the Shriners, as they 
own 60+ acres of land in 


an industrial area of town, 
or the Benevento Company 
to see if either would be 
interested in donating any 
land to the town for a rink. 

Committee member Dan 
Ardito met with Richard 
Gallant, the new owner of 


the Ristuccia Rink. Along 


with Town Manager Jeff 
Hull, they approached con- 
cerns over ice pricing and 
accessibility for the Wil- 
mington Youth Hockey and 
Wilmington High School, 
and potential goals to col- 
laborate on for the future. 

DiGiovanni said of the 
meeting, “We are still at 
the introduction stage, 
getting to know Mr Gal- 
lant, and he is becoming 
familiar with the purpose 
of this committee.” 

Chairperson DiGiovanni 
is hopeful that future meet- 
ings will happen. 
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Public comments at pas- 
sed meetings suggested 
that fundraising could be 
done to pay for a rink, and 


the Wilmington Hockey: 


Community would support 
partnering with another 
community to share a 
rink in a nearby town. 

“A regional rink is still 
an option. Partnering with 
another town with the use 
of state or town land 
would be considered,” said 
DiGiovanni. “The commit- 
tee is still in an investiga- 
tive period, and we are 
considering all options 
and pathways.” 

As for the upcoming 2019- 
2020 hockey season for 
Wilmington Youth Hockey 
and WHS Hockey, there 
will be no change in venue 
or scheduling from last 


season at this time, ac- 


cording to the chairman.

years. Employment tax records should be kept at least 


four years after the date that the tax becomes due or 
paid, whichever is later. Tax records should be kept at 
least seven years if a return claims a loss from 
worthless securities or a bad debt deduction. Copies of 
previously filed tax returns are helpful in preparing 
current-year tax returns and making computations if a 


return needs to be amended. 
Safe-keeping records 


Tax records should be kept safe and secure regardless 
of whether they are stored on paper or kept 
electronically. Paper records should be kept in a secure 
location, preferably under lock and.key, such as a 
secure desk drawer or a safe. Records retained 
electronically should be backed up electronically and 
encrypted when possible. The IRS also suggests 
scanning paper tax and financial records into a format 
that can be encrypted and stored securely on a flash 
drive, CD or DVD with photos or videos of valuables. 


Disposing of records 


Tax records contain sensitive data such as Social 
Security numbers, income amounts and bank account 
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singing, dancing, and ac- 
ting.

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Horse thief Swain had an inheritance

Some police officials re- 
ferred to George E. Swain 
' aS a monomaniac, obses- 
sed with one thing. In his 
lifetime, he stole more 
than 1000 horses. 

Born in Wilmington in 
1851, he was a member of 
a respected Wilmington 
family. As a young man, 
he worked for the Shel- 
dons. Horace Sheldon 
would drive cattle to town 
every Tuesday. 

His father, Benjamin 
Swain, Jr. was a shoemak- 
er, as had been his father. 
In September 1850, he 
married Maria Gowing, of 
an old Wilmington family. 
George Everett Swain was 
their only child. Benjamin, 
Sr. had married Assenath 
Trull in 1823. 

The name _ Benjamin 
Swain does not appear on 
historical maps, but given 
George’s association with 
the Sheldons, it would be a 
good guess that he lived 
near Perry’s Corner. The 
Gowing-Swain house stood 
on one corner, and nearby 
were two shoe-shops. 


By the time he was 25, 
though, he had turned to a 
life of crime. In 1876, he 
was sentenced to three 
years in Concord State 
Prison for stealing a horse 
in Wilmington. 

His typical theft would be 
of a horse and buggy. He 
might rent a horse at one 
stable, drive it to another 
town and trade it for an- 
other. Or he might attempt 
to sell it or possibly aban- 
don it. Sometimes he would 
give the Sheldons as a ref- 
erence, enabling him to 
hire a horse and buggy 
that would not be return- 
ed. 

“He has used the Shel- 
don name everywhere in 
New England,” the Boston 
Globe wrote. 

He was sent to prison in 
New York, emerging in 
1882. A short time later, he 
was up to his old tricks, 
earning another three-year 
term. 

Released in December 
1885, he went to a livery 
stable in Wilmington, say- 
ing he was employed by 
Mr. Sheldon to search for 
some stray cattle in Wa-

Donat J. Bourassa, Jr. 
Enlisted in the U.S. Army during Korean War 


Donat J. Bourassa, Jr, 
age 83, of Wilmington, pas- 
sed away at home surroun- 
ded by his loving family on

Donat was 
born on Dec. 
2, 1935 in Lo- 
well and was a life-long Wil- 
mington resident; he was 
the cherished son of the late 
Donat J. and Marie (Be- 
land) Bourassa.

Donat enlisted in the U.S. 
Army on Feb. 16, 1955 in 
Boston. He faithfully serv- 
ed his country during the 
Korean War for two years 
before being honorably dis- 
charged on Feb. 15, 1957. 

After Donat was dis- 
charged from the Army, he 
returned home to his fami- 
ly. He went to work at the 
Gildard Chevrolet for a 
short time before taking a 
position in the Parts & 
Service department at Wil- 
mington Ford. While work- 
ing at Wilmington Ford, 
Donat drove a tow truck in 
the evening to earn extra 
cash for his family. 

Donat married "his sweet- 
heart" Elizabeth Smith. 
The couple settled in Wil- 
mington, where they raised 
their children. Donat was a 


loving husband and father; 
his family was everything 
to him. He loved spending 
time with his family and 
coaching the kids in sports, 
especially Little League. 

In his spare time, Donat 
enjoyed going camping and 
sitting by the campfire. He 
loved the snake that lived 
in his wood stack and often 
disturbed the snake while 
reaching under the tarp to 
get some wood. 

Donat was known to have 
a "green thumb" and en- 
joyed spending time in his 
garden. He also had a bird 


‘feeder outside his kitchen 


window; he used his bird 
encyclopedia and binocu- 
lars to watch the birds eat. 
Donat took pride in scar- 
ing off the squirrels to pro- 
tect his garden and birds. 

In the evening, Donat 
could be found listening to 
the police radio, while 
watching the news on the 
TV and reading the Lowell 
Sun at the same time. 

Donat will be remem- 
bered as a loving husband, 
father and “Pa.” He will be 
truly missed by his family 
and friends. 

Donat was the beloved 
husband of the late Eliza- 
beth (Smith) Bourassa, 
devoted father of Stephen 


tertown. He was allowed to 
take a chestnut horse and 
a phaeton top buggy, the 
Globe reported. 

That would set the pat- 
tern for the rest of his life. 
With brief interludes of 
liberty, he spent nearly 38 
years in prison. Most of 
the prison time was the 
result of being adjudged a 
habitual criminal in 1893, 
which earned him a 25- 
year sentence. He was 
twice paroled, only to soon 
return after a petty crime. 
It was as if he considered 
the prison his home. _ 

He was reported to be a 
model prisoner, never in 
trouble and popular with 
other inmates. As he was 
leaving Charlestown State 
Prison for the second time, 
a fellow prisoner present- 
ed him with a handsome 
leather wallet with the 
inscription, “He who com- 
mits no crime needs no 
law.” He was carrying that 
wallet in his pocket when 
he was picked up a short 
time later. 

It was not as if he needed 
money. His parole in 1900 
was granted after he had

inherited $15,000 from the 
estate of John Trull, a dis- 
tiller of rum, probably his 
great-uncle. Trull had died 
in 1867, leaving over a mil- 
lion dollars. It took many 
years to settle the estate. 
Swain also inherited 
$10,000 from his mother, a 
few weeks before he left 
prison. After his parole, 
though, he was picked up 
for passing worthless 
checks. One was for $2.80 
for some underwear. The 
other was for $5. 

There was no trace of 
the $25,000 when he was 
arrested in 1901. Police 
speculated that he had 
gambled it away. Some of 
the money, though, may 
have been kept from him. 

Swain remained in prison 
until April 3, 1909, when he 
was again paroled, having 
come into another inheri- 
tance. He announced his 
intention to: go back to 
Wilmington to live an hon- 
est life among his friends. 
That evidently did not 
work out.

Horse stolen, June 3, gray 
mare, low wheeled piano- 
box buggy, ... let to a man 
by the name of George E. 
Swain, 58 years old, gray 
hair and mustache, rough 
in dress, wide-brimmed 
light soft hat. Frank T. 
Lewis, Nashua, NH. 

As spring turned to sum- 
mer, police were looking 
for him. A headline in the 
Globe on July 14, 1909 
read, “Swain must go back 
if found.” He was "found" 
the next day in the East 
Cambridge jail, where he 
had been since June 22. 
He had been arrested in 
Lowell for larceny, and 
was sentenced to three 
months in jail under the 
name John Smith. 

He could not be trans- 
ferred out of that jail, but 
when he completed his 
sentence in September, an 
officer was waiting for 
him, to return him to the 
Charlestown State Prison. 
There he remained for 
another five years as his 
health slipped away. 

In May, 1914, he was re- 
leased in poor health. He 
was taken to a farm in 
North Troy, Vermont, 


where he died less than a 
week later on May 18, 
1914. He was buried in 
Wildwood Cemetery in

Wilmington. In his will, he 
left $300 to the Congrega- 
tional Church of Wilming- 
ton; $500 to the Home for 
Aged Women in Woburn; 
and $1,000 to the Winning 
Home, a vacation home 
for Boston children. It is 
not known if there was 
enough money to fund the 
bequests. 

Levi Swain, a cousin, was 
an officer in the railroad 
police and a town consta- 
ble. Another Swain was 
Charles W., who founded 
the Wilmington Public Li- 
brary. He kept clippings of 
newspaper stories about 
Wilmington, beginning 
about 1870. His daughter 
May continued the collec- 
tion until 1955. Her scrap- 
book is now in. the Wil- 
mington Memorial Libra- 
ry, and on-line. Her two 
sisters, Carrie and Henri- 
etta were teachers in the 
Wilmington schools for 
decades. The Swain School 
was named in their honor. 

But there is nothing in the 
scrapbook about George, 
the black sheep of the 
Swain family. Several arti- 
cles about him did appear 
in the Boston Globe, which 
have served as a source for 
some of this story. He was 
on the front page several 
times.

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Use this checklist to prepare your home for winter 


Homes need people. 
They deteriorate quickly 
when they’re not getting 
attention. 

I make a pretty good 
living buying neglected 
homes that have just be- 
come too much work for 
the homeowner to han- 
dle. Take the time to pro- 
tect your investment. 
Fall is a really good time 
to start thinking about 
your home maintenance 
as well as getting it 
ready for the colder 
weather. Here are a few 
items that you can do to 
get ready for the winter 
and help keep your home 


happy: 


Check your home’s 
heating and air 
conditioning system 


Most heating and air 
systems typically last 12 
to 15 years. I see systems 
that are pretty much 
dead at 10 years and I 
see systems that are still 
going strong at 20 years. 
A lot of this has to do 
with how they’re main- 
tained. 

Before the weather 
turns cold, take this time 
to change your filters, at 
the very least. I recom- 
mend having the system 
inspected by a reputable 
HVAC contractor. Better 
yet, look into an annual 
maintenance agree- 
ment. Have the contrac- 
tor check your system 
and make sure your heat 
is going to work when 
you need it. It’s much 
better to find an HVAC 
problem in the moderate 
temperatures of the fall 
than it is to find your 
furnace doesn’t work on 
a frigid winter day. 


Paint, caulk and seal 
exterior wood 


I'm building a home 
now. What should I be 
worried about in the 
winter? 

All of the wood trim on 
the exterior of your 
home needs to be pro- 
tected from the ele- 
ments. The wood used on 
your deck is typically a 
pressure-treated or rot- 
resistant species of 
wood, but the wood trim 
around your exterior 
doors and windows is 
just a one-inch-thick 
pine board that deterio- 
rates very quickly if not 
protected. I see a lot of 
rotten wood around the 
outside of bay windows 
and exterior doors. 

Replacing this trim is a 
big cost and pain and 
even professionals can 
struggle with making 
the repair look good. 
The best thing to do is to 
make sure it doesn’t rot 
in the first place, and 
that. means meeping it 
painted and caulke 
This is a job most people 
can do themselves if 
they stay on top of it. 
Once the wood is rotted 
and requires replace- 
ment, then you’re proba- 
bly going to need to hire 
a good trim carpenter to 
tackle the job. So before 
that happens, take the 
time to go around your 
home and make sure 
that none of the caulk is 
cracking and your paint 
is not chipping and flak- 
ing away. If it is, scrape 
away the bad paint or 


caulk and apply fresh. 

Even though your deck 
is made of treated or rot- 
resistant wood, it still 
needs protection. You 
don’t need to stain and 
seal your deck every 
year but check it to 
make sure it’s protected. 
To do this, simply pour 
some water on it. If the 
water beads up, then 
you’re good. If the wood 
absorbs the water, it’s 
time to clean and seal 
your deck. 


Seal your masonry 
and hard surfaces 


Your patio needs atten- 
tion, too. If you have a 
concrete patio, drive- 
ways or walkways, make 
sure they’re protected as 
well. Occasionally apply 
a concrete sealer to all 
of your flat exterior con- 
crete surfaces. All con- 


crete flatwork 
eventually develops 
cracks. Good masons 


strategically place con- 
trol joints in your con- 
crete to try to ensure 
cracking is limited. Take 
the time to inspect your 
concrete and fill in any 
cracks before you apply 
sealer so that water can- 
not get in and freeze 
over the winter. This 
should ensure your ex- 
pensive concrete work 
lasts a very long time. 

If you have an asphalt 
driveway, now is the 
time to think about re- 
sealing that as well. It’s 
not very .expensive to 
have a company come 
and give it a quick spray 
of sealer, or you can sim- 
ply buy a bucket of 
sealer fd roll it on 
yourself. If your drive- 
way has developed 
cracks, then patch those 
before sealing. 


Check your drainage 


Make sure the soil 
around your foundation 
hasn’t settled, creating 
areas for water to pool 
at your foundation. If 
you find a low spot, sim- 
ply fill it in with some 
soil. Then go around and 
check your rain gutter 
downspouts. Make sure 
water is getting moved 
away from the home. 
Add downspout exten- 
ders if necessary. Satu- 
rated soil around a 
foundation can create 
real problems as_ it 
freezes and thaws 
throughout the winter 
months. 


Clean your gutters 


Once the leaves are 
pretty much off the 
trees, it’s time to clean 
those gutters. When your 
gutters back up, they 
overflow, and when they 
overflow, that water runs 
down your home, speed- 
ing up the deterioration 
of your exterior. It can 
also lead to deterioration 
of your’ foundation, 
water infiltration in the 
basement and to settling 


under your concrete: an 


porches and_ walks, 
which creates all kinds 
of problems. 


Clean your chimney 
and order firewood 


Cold toes? Here’s how 
to add a vapor barrier 


and insulation to your 
crawl space. 

Have your fireplace 
cleaned and inspected 
before you start building 
those cozy fires in the 
next couple of months. A 
good chimney sweep 
company will make sure 
the fireplace is safe to 
use, and it can also iden- 
tify maintenance prob- 
lems. 

This is also the time to 
order that load of fire- 
wood. Take the time to 
stack and cover that 
wood in a good location 
in the yard. Make sure 
that old firewood isn’t 
rotten and move it away 
from your home. 


Test your smoke and 
carbone monoxide 
detectors 


Winter is the time most 
house fires happen. It’s 
the time of year when 
we’re blasting the fur- 
nace and building fires. 
We are also much more 
likely to have our home 
closed up tight, so car- 
bon monoxide is a much 
bigger hazard. Check all 
of your smoke detectors 
to make sure they are 
working and that they 
have good batteries. If 
your home is_ not 
equipped with carbon 
monoxide detectors, con- 
sider getting some. The 
HVAC inspection will 
also ensure your furnace 
oe water heater are 

operly vented, which 
i 4 e most likely source 
of carbon monoxide. 


Shut down the pool 
and the sprinkler 
system and drain 
outside faucets 


Make sure your pool is 
properly shut down and 
prepare the system for 
winter. I think it’s worth 
the costs of getting an 
expert to inspect and 
shut down the system, 
even if you’re a do-it- 
yourselfer the rest of the 
year. Fall is a good time 
to get pool work done if 
a problem is discovered. 
Pool contractors tend to 
get busy in the spring. 

Make sure your sprin- 
kler system is properly 
shut down for the sea- 
son. Most sprinkler sys- 
tems require the lines to 
be blown out. Again, it’s 
well worth the cost for a 


professional. A profes-’ 


sional winterizing is way 
cheaper than replacing 
a bunch of broken lines 
next spring. 

Your outside water 
faucet is completely un- 
protected from the ele- 
ments. It will freeze over 
the winter, and I’ve seen 
them split the water line 
well inside the home, 
flooding the basement. 
In less extreme cases, I 
see outside faucets de- 
velop nasty leaks. Take 
the time to do a basic 
drain of the line. You can 
simply shut off the water 
valve to your outside 
Spigot, then go outside 

open the exterior 
spigot valve and let the 
water drain out of the 
line. You don’t have to 
get every drop out. Now 
if the water in there 
freezes, it has plenty of 
room to expand without 
breaking pipes or seals. 
Leave the water shut off

to the faucet until you 
need to use the hose next 


spring. 


Prepare your lawn for 
winter and set it up 
for a great spring 


If you want that beauti- 
ful spring lawn, you have 
to give it attention in the 
fall. New grass does not 
grow when it’s too hot or 
too cold. If you want new 
grass to grow, you really 
only have September 
and October, then April 
and May to do it. If you 
neglect the fall, then 
you’ve cut your time in 
half. There are differing 
opinions on when you 
should overseed. I prefer 
fall. Once the heat 
breaks, your lawn can 
get some great growing 
time. So around late Sep- 
tember, aerate the lawn 
and overseed it. Then in 
about late October or 
November, apply fertil- 
izer with winterizer. 


Check your trees 


Who’s responsible 
when a tree falls? 

Before all of the leaves 
fall, take a look at your 
trees and make sure 
they’re still healthy, es- 
pecially trees that could 
fall on your home or a 
neighbor’s home. Don’t 
think a dying tree will be 
obvious. Sometimes you 
really won’t notice, espe- 
cially if you have a lot of 
trees. At one of my prop- 
erties, I noticed a couple 
of dead trees, and I had 
them cut down. Later, a 
neighbor pointed out a 
tree that was dead that I 
never noticed. Fall isn’t 
a good time to trim your 
trees, but if there are 
branches up against 
your house, it’s a good 
idea to trim them away 
before winter so you 
don’t have ice-coated 
branches against your 
siding or windows. 


Make sure your attic 
doesn’t become a 
critter hotel 


It’s going to get cold 
out and your attic is the 
perfect winter home for 
squirrels and _ birds. 
These critters can cause 


a lot of damage and po- 


tentially some heath 
problems. Make sure 
your trees are trimmed 
well away from the 
house, and make sure 
your gable vents are in- 
tact. It’s a good idea to 
tack a screen up behind 
your gable vent just in 
case. Also walk around 
your home and look up 
at your soffit and fascia. 
Make sure there are no 
holes that will allow 
birds to get in. 


Do a quick energy 
audit 


If you’ve never had 
one, a professional en- 
ergy audit is a good in- 
vestment. But fall is also 
a good time just to check 
your. door seals. Make 
sure you’re not seeing 
daylight around your ex- 
terior doors, and take a 
can of spray foam insu- 
lation and fill in around 
those drafty outlets and 
light switches. 


Prep your expensive 
lawn and yard care 
equipment 


Before you put your 
lawn equipment away 
for the season, drain the 
gas. Gas goes bad, and 
come springtime old gas 
can gunk up your fuel fil- 
ters and make your 
equipment run sickly. I 
pour my shed gas can 
into my vehicles and get 
fresh gas in the spring. 
You can also just put a 
fuel stabilizer into the 
gas if you want to keep it 
on hand. 


Your weed eater proba- 
bly uses two-stroke gas 
so you can’t put that into 
your car. It’s best to plan 
for that early and make 
sure you don’t have a lot 
of fuel left over at the 
end of the year. Plan to 
do one really good trim 
job at the end of the sea- 
son to run the fuel out of 
the weed eater. 

If you used your pres- 
sure washer this year, 
then make sure the gas 
is out of that as well. 
Run some pump-protect- 
ing antifreeze through 
the system. There is a 
special product just for 
this. All this equipment 
is expensive; take the 
time to protect it. 


Cover your patio 
furniture 


How to find paint for 
outdoor furniture that 
will last in harsh condi- 
tions 

Get your patio furni- 
ture protected, but make 
sure you wait until a 
clear, warm day to cover 
it so you don’t trap mois- 
ture on it. 


Prepare for snow 
removal 


Dig out the snowblower 
and fire it up before the 
big one hits. Make sure 
it’s ready for that snowy 
morning. If it’s not, then 
get it repaired now. Also 
take inventory of your 
salt and shovel situation. 
You know you won’t be 
able to find a shovel 
ae the big snowstorm 

its.

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Harvest 
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‘Flint corn’ 


isplays

othing says 
“Welcome 
Autumn 
Harvest” 
quite like a 
display of festive Indian 
Corn. Also known as Flint 
Corn, this colorful and 
decorative corn differs 
from the traditional yel- 
low corn that is grown 


both locally and. through- 
out the country to eat and 
enjoy at cookouts, bar-b- 
ques, and dinner tables. 

Generally, corn does not 
grow wild anywhere in the 
world. It is a domesticated 
plant that has evolved 
through human interven- 
tion from Teosinte, a form 
of Mexican grass. 

The most common grown 
corn in the U.S. is “dent 
corn,” or more commonly 
known as field corn. 

Dent corn is used to feed 
livestock and is also used 
to make industrial prod- 
ucts such as pharmaceuti- 
cals, fabrie, make up, ex- 
plosives, paper goods and 
paint. 

“Sweet corn” is the typi- 
cal corn used for human 
consumption throughout 
the U.S. 

“Flint corn” is one of the 
oldest varieties of corn. 
Early colonists in Ameri- 
ca learned how to culti- 
vate Flint corn from the 
Native Americans, thus 
the name Indian corn. 
Flint corn was a dietary 
staple for both humans 
and animals in the early 
Native American culture. 

The name “Flint corn” is 
used because the kernels 
have a “hard as flint” shell 
and come in a wide range 
of kernel colors from blue, 
red, white and gold. 

Flint kernels contain a 
small amount of soft 
starch surrounded by larg- 
er amounts of hard starch. 
This causes uniformal 

Shrinkage when drying 
and Flint corn is less 
prone to spoilage. 

Despite its tough exteri- 
or, Flint corn can be con- 
sumed by both livestock 
and humans, and is often 
used in such dishes as 
hominy and polenta. 

But it is the festive, fall 
colors, tough exterior, long 
shelf life and historical 
ties that makes Flint corn 
ideal for Thanksgiving 
decorating. 

Often sold in bunches of 
three, Flint corn is easy to 
display on your front door, 
mailbox or light post. 


You can also incorporate 
this festive fall corn into 
easy to create displays for 
your Thanksgiving table. 

Create decorative “stalks” 
of corn to add a rustic feel 
to your harvest table. 

Using an empty soup 
can, tie two ears of corn 
on opposite sides of the 
can with string or wire? 
Continue with two more 
ears until you have cov- 
ered the can. This will 
take between six and 10 
ears of corn, depending on 
the size of the can. Leave 
the husk side up if you 
want to use this as a cen- 
terpiece for your table. 
You can also use your faux 
stalk of corn to hold uten-) 
sils, drink stirrers or 
straws by removing the: 
husk and displaying the 
corn “point side” up. Then 
tie a fall ribbon or raffia 
around the middle. 

Make a festive garland’ 
for your mantel by string~’ 
ing together corn ears’ 
with a heavy gauge wire. 
Pierce the corn cob two- 
thirds the way up and pull’ 
through. Add decorative’ 
raffia bows on either end 
of the garland to conceal 
hanging mechanics. This 
does take:a bit of time and 
effort, so an easier way to 
get a similar look is to, 
simply lay corn ears, husk 
to tip, across your mantel 
adding raffia bows to, 
accent. 

Another easy, country/, 
chic look is to simply dis... 
play bunches of corn in a 
rustic wooden box or bas-. 
ket to place on a buffet. 
table or coffee table. = 

For an elegant, autumn 
look, remove colored ker= 
nels from the cob. Using a. 
clear glass vase or cylin-. 
der, place a pillar candle” 
in the middle, and pour 
loose flint corn kernels 
around the candle to add. 
that special Thanksgiving 
glow to the table. ‘ 

This Thanksgiving, don’t 
just serve up a side dish of 
corn, treat your friends 
and family to warm and 
inviting fall decor with the 
easy to use Flint corn.

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_ Try finding ways to reduce food waste

As we all try to become 
more aware of our impact 
on the environment, we 
diligently recycle, reduce 
our carbon footprint, and 
strive to become more 
sustainable. We carry re- 
usable bags, put paper in 
our toters, and shut off 
our lights when no one in 
is the room. But how are 
we doing with food waste? 

According to _ several 
agencies, food is the lar- 
gest component of our 
trash in the United States. 
The USDA and EPA have 
set a food loss and waste 
reduction goal of 50 per- 
cent by the year 2030. So, 
what is food waste and 
why is it important? 


Commercial food waste, 
combined with household 
waste, has an economic 
and environmental im- 
pact. Not only is food 
waste heavy, it is often 
unnecessary and could 
have more positive eco- 
nomic impacts than rot- 
ting or filling up our land- 
fills. In fact; Massachu- 
setts has the first in the 
country commercial food 
waste ban in place, insti- 
tuting it in 2014 for all. busi- 
nesses that generate over 
one ton of food waste 
materials per week. 

Companies are tasked 
with finding alternate ways 
to handle their food and 
scraps such as donating 
unused but usable foods, 
creating more accurate 
sell-by dates, and diverting 
food waste to compost, ani- 


mal feed, or anaerobic di- 
gestion to produce fuel or 
fertilizer. 

But how does my own 
kitchen waste compare 
with the likes of a fish pro- 
cessing plant or the cen- 
tral salad prep at the local 
grocery chain? Americans 
throw away almost one- 
third of their food, on av- 
erage, primarily in the 
form of uneaten or spoiled 
material. Exercising care 
to only buy what you will 
eat, plan meals ahead, 
check labels carefully, and 


freeze food before it goes- 


bad are just simple sug- 
gestions. 

Impulse buys end up be- 
ing expensive if tossed. 
Remember, too, that the 
date on foods is just the 
“Sell By” date, a date after 
which an item cannot be 


on a store shelf. This does 
not mean it is spoiled or 
inedible or unsafe on that 
date. Sell by and enjoy by 
dates are often random 
and are set by manufac- 
turers for the dates con- 
sumers can expect maxi- 
mum enjoyment of a prod- 
uct. This confusion can 
lead to food being discard- 


- ed far earlier than neces- 


sary. 

The FDA actually only 
requires true expiration 
dates on infant formula. 
The best way to check is to 
look and sniff an item. 
The FDA is trying to get 
the food industry to stan- 
dardize on a “best if used 
by date” as a way to com- 
bat food waste. 

Within the home there 
are uses as well which can 
keep waste down. Compos- 


ting is a great way to use 
up kitchen scraps and turn 
them into “black gold;” 
nutrient rich soil for your 
garden. Many cities and 
towns offer compost bins 
for your yard at a reduced 
price, and there are curb- 
side compost services 
which take your seraps 
and then return to you 
composted material for 
your garden. 

There are also many 
ways to save food; that wilt- 
ing celery and tiny cube of 
cheese can be frozen and 
used in soup, or better yet, 
chop the end off of the cel- 
ery and parsley and put 
them in a glass of water 
and watch them come back 
to life. Chicken or beef 
bones can be simmered in 
a crock pot to extract a 
rich broth. The last heel of 


bread or hardened ba- 

guette can be toasted and 

crushed in a food processor | 
to make breadcrumbs, and 

that last spoon of tomato» 
paste or coconut milk can} 
be frozen in an ice tray for 

another time. 

Soft fruit or wilted greens | 
can be excellent additions 
to a smoothie. Freeze brown 
bananas for banana bread. 
Saute those beet greens. 
with some bacon and on- 
ion. If one thinks about the | 
time invested in shopping, : 
storing and preparing food, : 
it makes every sense to; 
find ways to make that in-} 
vestment go farther. ;

‘Cats barely hang on

These types of games

"Jake was phenome- 
nal," said Turner. "He's 
going to be a very good 
player.

BILLERICA - Clinging 
to a slim 14-8 halftime 
lead over Northeast Metro 
Tech in last Friday night’s 
Division 6 North quarter- 
final playoff game, the 
undefeated §Shawsheen 
Tech.

By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
The Shawsheen Tech 
Football team has 
responded to every chal- 
lenge put in front of them 
this season on their way to 
a perfect 7-0 record to this 
point, including in last 
Friday night's 29-16 win 
over Northeast in their 
Division 6 North quarter- 
final matchup. 
~ But if the Rams want to 
‘keep their season going, 
they will need to step up 
one more time and face 
their biggest challenge to 
date when they take on 
defending Division 6 
Super Bowl champion 
Stoneham this’ Friday 
might in the sectional 
semi-finals with a kickoff 
Scheduled for 6:30 pm at 


Alumni Field at the 
Charles H. Lyons Athletic 
‘Complex. 


' The No.1 seed Rams will 
need to play their best 
‘game of the season if they 
‘hope to dethrone the No.4 
Spartans (6-2), who have 
‘been nothing short of 
‘spectacular in recent 
‘weeks, having outscored 
their last three opponents 
by a combined score of 
154-39, including last 
Friday night's 55-12 
blowout of Austin Prep. 
They also defeated 
‘Wilmington 43-7 back on 
October 18 as part of the 
‘three game stretch. 

_"It's a tough matchup," 
Shawsheen coach Al 
-Costabile said. "They are 
defending Super Bowl 
champs and they have 
some experience back 
from the Super Bowl 
team, and they have been 
on a roll lately against 
some good teams. They 
are a very formidable 
opponent." 

The Spartans do indeed 
bring plenty of big game 


experience back from last 
year's championship 
team. While they did lose 
superstar running back 
Christos Argyropoulos 
after an incredible career, 
they still feature a talent- 
ed set of backs who keep 
their vaunted rushing 
attack running smoothly. 
They are led by senior 
running back Deshaun 
Chase, who is third in 
Division 6 in scoring with 
14 touchdowns and four 
two point conversion for 
92 points, along with jun- 
ior Chris Dragone, who 
has six touchdowns on the 
year and senior Seth 
Russell who has_ four 
scores. Senior quarter- 
back Victor Fernandez 
directs the offense and 


‘has run for four touch- 


downs of his own, while 
also throwing for a pair of 
scores. 

Stoneham will not be the 
first. rush heavy offense 
the Rams have faced this 
season, as they have seen 
similar offenses from 
Northeast (twice), 
Whittier and Greater 
Lawrence. But Costabile 
knows that Stoneham is 
on a different level than 
those teams. 

"It does help. The famil- 
iarity helps, because you 
could get into a situation 
where have never faced a 
run oriented team like 
that, and it can be diffi- 
cult to recognize things in 
a playoff game," Costabile 
said. "But we are hoping 
where we have played a 
couple teams in our 
league who run a similar 
type of offense it will help 
us. But Stoneham is much 
bigger and that makes 
them even more difficult 
to defend." 

The Rams and Spartans 
squared off two years ago 
in the sectional semi- 
finals back in 2017 in 
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Shawsheen Cross-Country teams 
compete at the Voc State Meet

Stoneham, and the Rams 
gave the Spartans all they 
could handle before 
falling by a score of 44-39. 
Stoneham would go on to 
win the sectional title that 
year and lose in the state 
semi-finals before winning 
the Super Bowl last sea- 
son with a 26-20 victory 
over Old Rochester at 
Gillette Stadium. 

Stoneham has _ had 
remarkable success in 
recent years, winning sec- 
tional titles in 2015 and 
2017, while losing in the 
sectional finals in 2016 
before finally winning the 
state title last season. But 
it wasn't always that way 
for the Spartans, who 
have seen their program 
undergo a _ tremendous 
turnaround since former 
Wilmington High coach 
Bob Almeida took over the 
reins of the program in 
2012. . 

Before he took over as 
head coach, Stoneham 
football teams had gone 
just 2-31 over the previous 
three seasons. But in 2012, 
the Spartans won seven 
games and they have kept 
the winning tradition alive 
in recent years. 

"Bobby has done a phe- 
nomenal job with the pro- 
gram. It wasn't long ago 
that Stoneham was talk- 
ing about doing away with 
athletics, going back 15 
years or so," Costabile 
said. "Bobby is a tremen- 
dous football coach and 
one of my best friends and 
he has done a phenomenal 
job there. He gets a lot of 
support from the Athletic 
Director, Dave Pignone as 
well. Bob has a great 
staff of experienced 
coaches, many of which 
have been with him, like 
mine, for a long time. 
They will be a very formi- 
dable opponent."
